A (Bounty of 
$10,000,000. 
The Internal Revenue Bureau l u s 
received a report which gives an ac- 
count of the first actual work done un- 
der the sugar bounty clause of the Mc- 
Kinloy bill. 
That bill gives a bounty 
of from from one and one-hall lo two 
cents per pound on sugar manutantur- 
ed in this country. 
The difference in 
the bounty being regu]aled..^by the 
^ grade of the sugar. 


The report is irom the inspector at 
Fort Scott, Kansas. 
It states that 9,- 
000 pounds of sugar have been tested 
by him and iound to be up to the 
grade entitling its producer lo a two 
cent bounty. 
This sugar is ironi sor- 
ghum, and in a short time the inspec- 
tors m Kansas and Missouri will be 
busy mspecting the sugar product from 
sorghum which is grown in those Stales. 


The next fields that will engage the 
attention of the revenue officers, and 
which will be entered upon before the 
sorghum sugar crop is handled,.will be 
the beet re^^ion. 
The principal sugar 
beet crop will be in Nebraska, Utah, 
and 
California. 
Following it will 
come the sugar cane crop. 
Louisiana, 
Texas, and Florida produce nearly all 
of that crop. 
Inspectors aie already 
in the field in those States examining 
the sugar houses, to see that none ot 
the old crop is run in order to secure 
the bounty. 


By the time Ih^t 
the cane sugar is 
handled, which work will 
commence 
in October, the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau will have to turn its attention to 
the maple sugar product. 
For the con- 
venience of the work, the sugar produc- 
ing portions of the country have been 
mapped in lour divisions. 
One is the 
sorghum region including Kansas, Mis- 
souri and some parts of contiguous 
States. 
The second is the beet region, 
including Nebraska, Utah aijd the beet 
growing jx)rtions of the country around 
them. 
California has such an immense 
beet crop that it is constituted a divis- 
ion by itself. 
The fourth comprises 
the cane sugar States. 


It is estimated by the officials of the 
Internal Revenue that the entire crop 
of sugar in this country will be 607,- 
374,200 pounds, and that the amount 
of bounty that the Government will be 
called upon lo pay on it will be about 


2IO,QOO,OOO. 
The crop, it is estimat- 
ed, will be divided as follows: Cane 
sugar, 566,654,200 pounds; Beet sugar 
29,210,000 pounds; sorghum sugar, 2,- 
510,000 pounds; maple sugar, 9,000,- 
000.

Consul General Mason, of Frank- 
fort, Germany, in a report to the State 
Department on what he terms the 
"German crisis in breadstufls,*' presents 
some very interesting statements re- 
specting the most notable event in the 
German-Russo decree, forbidding the 
exportation of r j e lo any foreign coun- 
try. 


This Mr. Mason regards as equiva- 
lent to an official declaration that the 
harvest of cereals in Russia is so defi- 
cient, that the exjjort of rye must be 
torbidden in order lo avert danger of 
a famine there. 
Mr. Mason 
presents 
some data which shows how seriously 
this unexpected edict is likely to affect 
the bread supply of Germany. 
Very 
little pnre wheat bread, he sajs, is eat- 
en by the middle and lower classes in 
Germany. 


The ''Staff of life" to a vast majority 
of the German jjeople, is black bread 
made from flour ground from a mixture 
of rye and an inferior quality of wheat. 
The consumption of this material is so 
enormous, 
that 
Germany 
imported 
647,375 tons of rye, of which 85 per 
cent, as well as 55 per cent, of the 
whole import of wheat into Germany 
came from Russia. 
The recent edict 
therefore cuts off nearly five sixths of 
the entire foreign supply of Germany. 


How difficult it would be to fill this 
great deficit by increased importations 
from other countries, Mr. Mason says, 
will evident be evident from the fact 
that the entire export of rye to Germany 
from 1884 to 1888, from the six coun- 
tries which rank next to Russia as pro- 
ducers of cereals averaged but 6,142,- 
231 bushels a year. 
The average of 
rye exports from these countries during 
this period was as follows: Roumania, 
2,592,333 bushels; France, 1,683,000 
bushels; United States, 1,272,666 bush- 
els; Canada, 381,666 bushels; Turkey, 
132,000 bushels: Servia, 80,600 bush- 
els. 


This is barely one-fourth of the rye 
export to Germany from Russia last 
year. 
Mr. Mason thinks it doubtful, 
in view of the short cereal crops which 
prevail this Summer more or less uni- 
formly 
throughout 
Europe, 
whether 
France, Roumania or Servia will have 
any considerable surplus of rye for ex- 
ixjrt. 
The deficit in Germany, there* 
fore, cannot be filled from any known 
source of supply on that side of the 
Atlantic, and the effect of the situation 
upon the rye market has been startling. 


A year ago rye sold in Berlin for 
5S39 per ton of 2240 pounds. 
On the 
3d of August last, tlie efftct of the 
meagre harvest had raised the market 
price to ^52.24 per ton. 
Then came 
the Russian edict, and within two weeks 
the price had risen to $61.88 per ton. 
Add to this a short and inferior potato 
crop throughout nearly the whole of 
Germany, and it will be seen, Mr. Ma- 
son says, that the food question there 
has assumed an ominous aspect, and 
in the end the people of Germany, like 
those of France and England, will have 
to draw from the well-filled granaries 
of the United States, for a large part 
of their food supply during the coming 
year.

The Earle as nn Euiblom. 


In ancient mythology 
the eagle was 
believed to carry the souls of the dying 
to their abode on Blount Olympus, and 
was called the Bird of Jove. 
The eagle 
was first taken as a symbol of royal 
power by the ancient Etruscans, who 
bore its image upon their standard. 
In 
the year 87 ii. C., a silver eagle, with 
expanded wings, poised on the top of a 
spear, with a thunderbolt held in its 
claws, was adopted as the military stand- 
ard to be borne at the head of their 
legions by the Uomaos. 
At the time of 
Hadrian a golden eagle was substituted 
for the silver one. 
A two-headed eagle 
waa adopted by the Byzantine emperors 
as a symbol of their control of both the 
east and the west. 
The double-headed 
eagle of Russia was adopted on the mar- 
riage of Ivan I. with a Grecian princess 
of the eastern empire; that of Austria 
was first used when the Emperor of Ger- 
many took the title of Roman emperor. 
The national standard of Russia bears a 
black eagle, that of Poland a white one. 
Napoleon I. took a golden eagle for his 
standard, model of pure gold, and bear- 
ing a thunderbolt, after the pattern of 
the eagle of the Romans. 
This standard 
was disused under the Bourbons, but 
was restorijd by a decree of Louis Na- 
poleon in 1853. 
The eagle was first used 
on American coins in 1788, on cents and 
lalf cents issued from the Jihissachusetts 
mint. 
It was adopted in the plan of a 
national coinage as a design upon all golct 
coins and on the silver dollar, 
half 
dollar and quarter. 
The design of the 
eagle was at one time suggested for the 
national flag, but was abandoned.—De- 
iroit Free

KEEPING cows INDOORS. 


E. W. Stewart answers an inquiry in 
the Country 
Oentleman 
as to the advisa- 
bility of feeding cows continuously in 
stable, as follows: **The dairy cow re- 
quires less exercise, perhaps, than any 
other farm animal. 
Exercise is opposed 
to the secretion of milk, and the dairy 
cow, if in a hght, well ventilated stable, 
can keep healthy with only an occasional 
airing in the open yard. We have known 
herds perfectly healthy without being 
t'u-ned out of the stable during the win- 
ter íícíason. 
Dairy cows will do better, 
and give more milk on the same food, 
when never turned out except for an 
hour or so on a pleasant day. 
They 
should be watered when they stand in 
stable. 
When fed constantly in stable, 
great care should be taken to give food 
in the most digestible form, and special 
attention should be given to its being 
palatable."

PLANTS THAT GATHEU KtTUOGEN, 


Certain plants of the leguminous fami- 
ly—such a^ the clovers, peas and many 
others belonging to that class—are not 
only valuable for their own products, but. 
also for the effects following their culti- 
vation upon crops of other varieties that, 
succeed them. 
This was know to farm- 
ers in their practical experience in the 
rotation of crops, before scientists had 
discovered the source from which the^ 
most important constituent of the leg- 
umes is largely derived. 


The mineral constituents of 
plants,, 
such as phosphoric acid, potash and 
lime, are derived solely and entirely from 
the soil. 
Nitrogen, on the other hand,, 
may be taken into the plant from the 
air or from the soil, and nitrogen is the- 
most valuable constituent of manures,, 
and by far the costliest ingredient of 
commercial fertilizers. 
It now seems^ 
certain, from experiments and analyses 
made both in Europe and this country 
that many of the so called legumes, es- 
pecially the clovers aud peas, have the- 
power of gathering a part of their nitro- 
ren in the form of protein. 


The protein compounds form blood,. 
muscle, tendon, bones and other 
nitro- 
genous tissues. 
This makes plants of 
this class especially valuable as fodders 
in supplying the protein in Avhich many 
of our most common fodder plants are . 
'acking. 
When they are plowed under, 
or are fed to stock and the manure is 
returned to the ground, they also supply 
the nitrogen which other crops—such as 
wheat, rye, oats, grapes aud root crops 
—are unable to acquire for themselves,, 
except through the medium of the soil. 
It has thus become quite generally under- 
stood among farmers that, whether cul- 
tivation for the sake of their own prod- 
ucts may be profitable or not, there are 
but few soils where they can be ignored 
in the rotation of crops without leading 
eventually to improvement.—liew YoHc'

The surplus cirgs of tho season may 
be preserved Jor M-iuter uso or sale in 
this way, which is that practiced by tho 
dealers: 
The cgirs, always 
selected 
when fresh and clean, are packed in 
vessels containing thick limewater, made 
by slacking Iresh lime iu water and per- 
mittiug it to settle. 
Tho vessel for tho 
egiis should be dean. 
The limewater is 
stirred and a small quantity is poured 
into the vessel. 
When 
it settles, the 
eggs are packed in the soft lime on the 
small ends until a layer is put in. 
The 
eggs should not touch each other. 
More 
lime is then poured ou to form afouuda- 
tion for another layer 
of eggs, aud a 
covering to exclude air as tho vessel is 
being tilled from day to day. 
When the 
vessel is fllled totiie top the eggs are cov- 
ered with a cloth, and this witti the thick 
lime, which should always he kept un- 
der water, 
The vessel is then covered 
over, or, if a barrel, is headed i\p and 
kept in a cool place. 
Eggs, if fresh 
when packed, will be perlectly good at I ground.

Across tho Arctic at Two Jlilos a Day. 


As wo have seen, tho objects from tbu 
'*Jeanuette" drifted in three years from 
tho New 
Siberian Isiands 
to tho 
west 
coast of Greenland, 
If we assume that 
thoy required 
one year 
for the 
driu 
southward from latitude eighty degret > 
north, on the east coast of 
Greenland, 
only two years remain for tho rest of th ^ 
journey, and this requires a speed of no 
more than two nautical miles in 
ever v 
twenty-four hours. 
This does not seem 
too high a rate when we remember that 
the «'Jeanette" drifted at the same speed 
during the last half year of her drifting, 
and that in tho last days before sho sauK 
sho drifted at a much higher 
speed, 
which sometimes reached 
even 
eight 
nautical miles every twenty-four hourt. 
It cannot theiefore be considered prob 
able that wo should reach open water on 
this side of the Pole within two 
years 
after our start from the Siberian eidi , 
and if we take provisions for five year* 
we may consider that wc have m a m p ^

A Gettysburg Battlefield and Mu- 


seum Company has been organized in 
Chicago with a view to reproduce in 
all its terrible grandeur, the battle of 
Gettysburg, which is described as at 
once "the climax and the coffin of 
the Southern Confederacy. 
The 


Company is now perfecting patents 
for the reproduction of the actual 
contour of the entire battle ground, 
with a series of dioramas showing the 
three days' fight, accompanied by ar- 
tillery and musketry firing which will 
give, as far as art and science can, a 
realistic representation of actual war- 
on a scale never before attempted. 


The finest artists of both continents 


are said to be engaged upon the 
work; an elegant edifice, capable of 
accommodating 10,000 spectators, 
will be erected near the site of the 
World's Fair, and , formally opened 
about the first day of. October, 1892.

i-tt Interesting (Railroad Item. 


The Star says: Information from 


Westminster is to the effect that tie 
Pennsylvania railroad company have 
been surveying a line for a railroad 
to connect with the Green Spring 
branch of the Northern Central, and 
ran Northwestwardly to Westminster 
and thence Norwardly to Gettysburg 
crossing the line of the Frederick 
Division at or near Kingsdale. This 
is very much the line surveyed by 
Col. Fuller two years ago; and if built 
will give the Pennsylvania road en- 
trance to Gettysburg and establish a 
new line to Baltimore from Gettys- 
burg. This is, probably, the reply 
of the Pennsylvania to the Western 
Maryland's purpose to build from 
Porter's siding to York. 


We have been for some of opinion 


that the Pennsylvania would be forc- 
ed, by the sale of the G. & H. to the 
Beading interest, to come to Gettys- 
burg, and that it would elect to come 
from the South rather than build 
from Dillsburg. The projected line 
from the Green Spring terminus 
(about fifteen miles from Baltimore), 
to Gettysburg via Westminster has 
the appearance of a perfectly feasible 
undertaking, as well as a very shrewd 
one. By it, the Green Spring branch 
•will be greatly improved in value; and 
the Pennsylvania would invade a 
prosperous part of Maryland which is 


j anxiously awaiting improved railroad 
j facilities. 
It would enter Baltimore 


i over the tracks of the Northern Cen- 
! tral, and go to Washington by the 
! Baltimore and Potomac. This woulc

The Gettysburg battle at Chicago. 


A Gettysburg Battlefield and Mu- 
seum Company has been organized in 
Chicago with a view to reproduce iu 
all its terrible grandeur, the battle of 
Gettysburg, which is described as at 
once "the climax and the coffin of 
the 
Southern 
Confederacy. 
The 
Company is now perfecting patents 
for the reproduction of the actual 
contour of the entire battle ground, 
with a series of dioramas showing the 
three days' fight, accompanied by ar- 
tillery and musketry firing which will 
give, as far as art and science can, a 
realistic representation of actual war- 
on a scale never before attempted. 


The finest artists of both continents 
are said to be engaged upon the 
work; an elegant edifice, capable of 
accommodating 
10,000 
spectators, 
will be erected near the site of the 
World's Fair, and formally opened 
about the first day of October, 1892. 


The general plan will be to show 
the various engagements on the first 
day from McPherson's Ridge, the 
Emmitsburg Road, and Willoughby's 
Run, to the final stand on Culp's and 
Cemetery Hills; the second day will 
show the fight from the Peach Or- 
chard, Round Top and Weed s Hill to 
Gulp's Hill; and the 3d day will show 
the world-famed Pickett's Charge. 


An Interesting Railroad Hem. 
The Star says: Information from 
Westminster is to the effect that the 
Pennsylvania railroad company have 
been surveying a line for a railroad 
to connect with the Green Spring 
branch of the Northern Central, and 
run Northwestwardly to Westminster 
and thence Norwardly to Gettysburg 
crossing the line of the Frederick 
Division at or near Kingsdale. 
This 
is very much the hne surveyed by 
Col. Fuller two years ago; and if built 
will give the Pennsylvania road en- 
trance to Gettysburg and establish a 
new line to Baltimore from Gettys- 
burg. 
This is, probably, the reply 
of the Pennsylvania to the Western 
Maryland's purpose to build from 
Porter's siding to York. 


We have been for some of opinion 
that the Pennsylvania would be forc- 
ed, by the sale of the G. & H. to the 
Reading interest, to come to Gettys- 
burg, and that it would elect to come 
from the South rather than build 
from Dillsburg. 
The projected line 
from tho Green Spring 
terminus 
(about fifteen miles from Biiltimore), 
to Gettysburg via Westminster has 
the appearance of a i>erfectly feasible 
undertaking, as well as a very shrewd 
one. 
By it, the Green Spring branch 
will be greatly improvjed in value; and 
the Pennsylvania would invade a 
prosperous part of Maryland which is 
anxiously awaiting improved railroad 
facilities. 
It would enter Baltimore 
over the tracks of the Northei'n Cen- 
tral, and go to Washington by the 
Baltimore and Potomac. 
This would 
give a good Washington connection, 
and nearly as short a line as the di- 
rect extension surveyed by Col. Fuller,
